Q8. Once a site is placed on the NPL, how soon would work begin? 


The first step following NPL listing is the development of, followed by the implementation 
of, a plan for a detailed, comprehensive investigation into the contamination sources (called 
a Remedial Investigation) followed by the development of feasible cleanup alternatives 
(called a Feasibility Study). The EPA has contracts in place to begin this work immediately 
after the site is proposed to the NPL. Much of this investigation work is well along through 
the previous efforts of EPA, BLM, USFS and the stakeholder group. EPA would work with 
the communities and stakeholders and look carefully at this existing information in 
determining the additional investigation needed. EPA takes public input on a final cleanup 
plan (called the Remedy). Once a Remedy is selected, it is designed and the cleanup work 
begins. Community involvement, interim actions (such as, mine portal stabilizations and 
bulkhead installations), and potential enforcement actions occur throughout the entire 
process.
